Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 - 11 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: As to claims 1 - 1 1 , the prior art fails to show a device for producing a detection 
signal when interfering components occur in an at least largely non- conductive stream 
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of material being conveyed via a conveyor, comprising a resetting device capable of . 
canceling the stoppage of the conveyor; and a blocking device controlled by the 
evaluation circuit and provided for the resetting device, the blocking device configured 
to disable the resetting device as long as the evaluating circuit is still emitting a signal 
that is classifiable as a detection signal. These features taken together with the other 
limitations of the claim renders the claims allowable over prior art. 

Prior Art of Record 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Artinger (5,929,634) is cited for its disclosure of device for sensing metallically 
conductive parts in an at least substantially non-conductive conveyor stream. 

Podhrasky (4,700,139) is cited for its disclosure of a metal detector circuit having 
selectable exclusion range for unwanted objects. 

Ninnis (5,426,362) is cited for its disclosure of a damage detection apparatus.
